Reason for allowance 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claims 1-1 1, the prior arts fail to teach or fairly suggest an OFDM 

communication apparatus that comprises a propagation distortion compensator, wherein the 
propagation distortion compensator compensates for propagation distortion of the information 
symbols compensated for the residual phase error through a channel estimation value estimated 
using the information symbols before and after being compensated for propagation distortion, in 
combination with other limitations, as specified in the independent claims 1,9, 10, and 11.
